America has heard a great deal of criticism of the 
Constitution of the United States during recent y ears. 
Som e of if has been conv ert and by implaction. but much 
has been open and direct. 
An am azing number of citizens hav e drifted — or 
been pushed— into a state of mind where they seem to 
think that, ev en if som ething drastic were to be done to 
our Constitution, som ething better probably co uld 
found without much trouble. 1 his attitude play s so much 
into the hands of certain New Deal bosses and CIO labor 
ov erlords that it has been assiduously cultiv ated. 
I o get 
a v aluable watch aw ay from a baby , y ou dangle a gaudy 
trinket before its ey es— that is the approach of such ad­ 
v ocates of the New Order. 
I he open criticism of our form of gov ernm ent is in­ 
teresting; let s look at it. l ew foreign people are openly 
talking about such large-scale changes in their gov ern­ 
ment. W hy ? Because the gov ernm ents would hav e them 
in jail in a hurry , if not in front of a firing squad. 
And why is it that tlie Am erican people can criticise 
their Constitution and freely discuss radical changes in it? 
It is because of the v ery Constitution which so rm ny of 
these snipers think they would not mind seeing discarded. 
1 he Constitution not merly protects such discussions, by 
guaranteeing freedom of speech, but encourages them, 
by prov iding that it is the people of this nation w ho shall 
hav e the final authority of changing our form of gov ern­ 
ment and the Constitution itself when the occasion arises. 
In most foreign countries it m akes little difference 
whether the people understand their gov ernm ent. 
1 hey 
lake what they get. If changes in gov ernm ent are made, 
¡.he people will find out about it w hen they get their new 
regulations— or when they are arrested for not know ing 
about them. But our situation is different. W e ought to 
know and understand our form of gov ernm ent because, it 
;s ours; because tinder the Constitution it is "W e, the 
people, 
who had the authority to create the Constitution 
in the first place and are the custodians and m entors of 
it today . 
A ttem pting to change the Constitution or to modify 
our form of gov ernm ent by means of the methods laid 
down in Article V of the Constitution is a normal and 
proper ex ercice of our basic rights. Such m ov em ents are 
liv ely m anifestations of our form of Dem ocracy . 
But efforts to sidetrack the Constitution, to allow 
it to sink into disuse, to set up administrativ e methods 
contrary to its prov isions, are aimed more directly at the 
control which the Am erican people hav e ov er their gov ­ 
ernment than at any other target.

Som e of it ha- been convert a n d by im p a c tio n , but m uch 
has been open and direct. 
A n a m a z in g n u m b er of citizens I lave d r i f t e d — or 
been push ed — into a state of m ind where they seem to 
think that, even if som ething drastic were to be done to Run*! 
our Constitution, som ething better probably could 
Im* 
found without m u ch trouble. 
I Bis attitude plays so much 
into the hands of certain New Deal bosses an d C IO labor 
overlords that it has been assiduously cultivated. 
I o get 
a valuable w atch a w a y from a baby, you dangle a gaudy 
trinket before its eyes— that is the approach of such ad 
vocates of the New Order. 
I lie open criticism of o u r form of g o v e rn m e n t is in 
teresting; let s look at it. F ew foreign people arc openly 
talking about such large-scale changes in their g o v e rn ­ 
ment. W h y ? Because the g o v e rn m e n ts w ould have them 
in jail in a hurry, if not in front of a firing squad 
A n d w h y is it that the A m e ric an people can criticise 
their Constitution and freely discuss radical changes in it? 
It is because of the very Constitution which so rn m y ot 
these snipers think they would not mind seeing discarded. 
The Constitution not merly protects such discussions, by 
guaranteeing freedom of speech, but en courages them, 
by providing that it is the people of this nation w h o s h a l l 
have the final authority of c h an g in g our form of g o v e rn ­ 
ment and the Constitution itself w h e n the occasion arises. 
In most foreign countries it m akes little difference 
whether the people u nderstand their g o v ern m en t. 
I hey 
take what they get. lf changes in g o v ern m en t are made, 
the people will find out about it w h e n they get their new 
regulations— or w hen they are arrested for not k n o w in g 
about them. But our situation is different. W e ought to 
k n o w and u n d erstan d our form of g o v e rn m e n t because it 
is ours; because under the Constitution it is ‘ W e, the 
people,” w h o had the au th o rity to create the C onstitution 
in the first place and are the custodians a n d m entors of 
it today.
